HAMPTONS POLICE ARE SEASONAL SWITZERLAND 
The Hamptons Police Department released a 
statement this week clarifying, in no uncertain 
terms, that they will remain neutral in the War 
on Christmas. 

“Our officers and Department brass have 
always used a colorful mélange of terminology 
during the weeks between Thanksgiving and 
New Year’s Day,” HPD spokesman Rex Gallant 
explained. “We like saying and writing ‘Happy 
Holidays’ and ‘Merry Christmas,’ and we have no 
intention to stop using either phrase.” 

Currently, Gallant noted, Hamptons Police 


Headquarters will still display lighted Christmas 
trees and their annual Nativity scene, with the 
addition of baby Jesus on Christmas morning, 
but they will also bring back the HPD menorah, 
Kwanzaa bush and traditional Festivus pole “for 
the rest of us.”

all me Ishmael. I am the best harpooner in 

this scruffy town of Sag Harbor. I wear a red 
bandanna on my forehead to identify myself for 
the captains. And I do get occasional work. If it 
wasn’t for my color, I’d have much more work. 
But so it goes. 

The fowl wagons sit at five in the morning 
darkness, lined up on Long Wharf bow to stern, 
and every morning at that hour and by the light 
of the moon I walk the walk down alongside ’em. 
The fowl wagons have oversized cages in the back 
where a big duck, landed during the upcoming 
day, will be held. But they are empty now. 

“Best man!” I shout up to each captain as I walk 
along. I point to the harpoons on the roofs of the 
cages, some still bloodied from the action of the 
day before. I point to myself and raise my special 
harpoon. “Best man!” I shout. But this morning 
there are no takers. Until I get to the very last 
wagon, on which is the biggest cage of all. It’s 
been built atop this wagon by a crazy man with a 
thick, gray beard who calls himself Captain Ahab. 


He goes out chasing what he says is the biggest 
white duck ever, but never comes back from 
the battles in the woods of North Haven with 
anything. And that’s why people call him Crazy 
Captain Ahab. The other harpooners avoid him. 
He calls down to me from the driver’s seat. And I 
need the work. 

“Ahoy there, Ishmael,” he cackles. “Can’t find 
no other takers?” 

“Tis indeed a slow morning here at the harbor,” 
I tell him. In the passenger seat next to him is 
Starbuck, his mate..He sports a patch over one 
eye. He gives me a grin and a thumbs up, which 
Ahab, looking at me, does not see. "Tis a good 
mood the Captain is in on this day, apparently. 

“Well, Ishmael, climb aboard,” Ahab shouts 
down. “This will be the day I land the Big White 
Duck. I now know where he is. And there’s money 
in it for everybody.” 

“How much?” I ask. 

He does not talk in pounds. Or dollars. He talks 
in gold doubloons. Which, because he never has 
caught anything, I never have seen any. 

“End of the day, we catch him, you'll get the 


larger half. I’ve got two doubloons. One for me 
and one for you and Starbuck, and you get the 
larger half.” 

That’s too good to pass up. “Lower the plank 
and Ill climb aboard.” 

“You won't regret it,” Ahab shouts. “We saw 
him again yesterday, me and Starbuck. Ten feet 
tall he is, as big as this wagon. Glowing red eyes. 
A black beak. I’ve made the cage bigger. 

He points to it over his shoulder with his 
thumb. Starbuck nods and grins. I climb up. 
There are only the two seats, but there is room 
behind them to stand. I assume the position 
and hold my special harpoon at the ready. I look 
behind me. Indeed, the cage is much bigger than 
what I’d seen before. 

“We'd ’a had him too if, at the last minute, 
Amos didn’t freeze.” 

Amos is the second-best harpooner in Sag 
Harbor. From New Guinea. I trained him myself. 
I open my mouth to ask what happened to Amos, 
but Ahab beats me to it. 

“Don’t ask,” he says. He hands me up a bottle of 
rum from under his seat. “Just don’t run away.”

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As the sun peeks over the horizon of the inner 
harbor, the grooms bring the horses out and 
two by two they get harnessed to the different 
wagons. With that done, the wagons get turned 
around and head single-file back up the wharf. As 
we were first on, we are last off. So, we’ve gotten 
the last of the horses. The leftovers. 

“Won't matter,” Ahab says. Now the horses 
and wagons make a dawn parade up Main Street, 
heading for North Haven. None of the bars, 
smithies, coopers, ropemakers, bawdy houses 
or warehouses are open yet. There’s no people, 
either. Starbuck handles the reins now because 
our captain is whooping and hollering. He’s 
drunk as a skunk and the sun ain’t even fully 
rosed yet. 

When we get off Peter’s Ferry Barge, which 
Peter, using a giant oar, has poled us across the 
narrows from the mainland to North Haven, the 
11 wagons that have come before us are off into 
the woods to the left or right. Waiting our turn, 
Ahab cautiously watches.

The Big Duck: The Eshghis’ Gift to the East End

he Big Duck stands as one of the most 

iconic structures on the East End, nested 
comfortably on Route 24, making it impossible 
to miss on one’s way between the Hamptons to 
the North Fork. Commissioned by duck farmer 
Martin R. Maurer in 1931, the now-famous 
building has passed through many hands since its 
creation, ultimately ending up in the possession 
of Suffolk County by way of a generous donation 
from Kia and Pouran Eshghi. With nearly a 
century’s worth of history, the Big Duck’s story 
is often told in summary, capturing only bits and 
pieces of each chapter in its “life,” but to merely 
bullet-point the Eshghi’s section would be to miss 
out on the immense sentimentality of purchasing 
it, the fantastical dreams of what to do with it and 
the initial pain of letting it go. 

After emigrating from Iran in the 1960s, the 
Eshghis settled on Long Island, often visiting the 
Hamptons with their two daughters. On one trip, 
Kia remembers driving past the Big Duck for the 
first time and exclaiming, “Look at that! Let’s go 
see what’s inside!” He continues, “As an artist 
who does sculpture and painting, I look at it as a 
piece of art. Then, we saw the guy cooking inside, 
making rotisserie duck, and we loved it!” 

By the 1980s, the Eshghis were looking to 
purchase a summer home in the Hamptons, 
making sure to stop by the Big Duck on every 
visit. When the real estate agent who eventually 
helped them find their house on Tiana Bay 
informed them that their beloved landmark was 


for sale, they purchased it without a moment’s 
hesitation. “We only bought it sentimentally, not 
looking at it as a business,” Pouran recalls. “We 
were very attached to it, and our children were 
very attached to it.” 

Mario and Jean Colombo signed over the Big 
Duck Ranch, and its signature white fowl, to the 
Eshghis in 1982. After some property cleanup 
and repairs, the Eshghis reopened the Big Duck 


to sell rotisserie chicken and duck once more, - 


using the original recipe passed on to them by 
the Colombos. “On the Fourth of July and in the 
summer, people came and bought 20 or 30 ducks 
for their parties, and it was very nice,” Pouran 


says. “It wasn’t something we looked at as a really © 


good business, but it paid for the expenses to keep 
running it.” Kia adds that their client list included 
other well-known South Fork establishments, 
such as the former Hampton Bays Diner, which 
served Big Duck dishes regularly. 

The next year, Kia and Pouran’s schedule 
become truly hectic. “I was doing a lot of exhibits 
and galleries, and my wife was very much 
involved with her salon and spa. Then she asked 
me to open up a designer boutique for her,” Kia 
explains. “We were extending ourselves so many 
places! Then, also in 1983, our son was born.” 

Despite having less time to devote to the Big 
Duck, the Eshghis had big dreams to evolve it 


‘in ways that would’ve completely changed the 


landmark’s role on the East End today. Kia’s 
plan was to turn the ranch into an art colony and 
shopping center where local artists could live 
for the monthly cost of one finished sculpture or 


painting. “Who’s going to pass on something like 
that—especially in the Hamptons?” Kia exclaims. 
“A lot of people want to rent a room, but cannot 
afford it.” Sadly, turning Big Duck Ranch ~ 
into affordable housing for artists required a 
mountain of permits and variances that weren’t 
so easily granted, leaving the idea at an impasse. 
“In my head, the only thing I missed during that 
time, was that dream,” he admits. 

Pouran had a radically different vision for the 
Big Duck that would have seen it duplicated, with 
franchises selling rotisserie duck on the East End 
and beyond. They created Big Duck Landmark, 
Inc. for that very purpose, but that’s as far as the 
potentially lucrative concept got. 

They ultimately decided to sell Big Duck Ranch 
to a real estate developer and donate the Big 
Duck itself to Suffolk County, though their initial 
intent was to sell that, as well. “We said we want 
$500,000 for it, and Suffolk County told us they 
can’t give that kind of price,” Pouran explains. 
After talking things over with Suffolk County 
Division of Historic Services director J. Lance 
Mallamo and Friends for Long Island’s Heritage 
president Jerry Kessler, as well as seeing the 
community come together to “Save the Big 
Duck,” she and Kia realized that, for the sake 
of the Duck they cherished so much, it was best 
to donate it to Suffolk. “It was something that 
was very sentimental for us to buy, and when 
something is sentimental and you lose it or have 
to sell it, it doesn’t feel that good,” Pouran recalls. 
“But later on, it sat with us what a good thing 
we did to donate it and — (CONTINUED ON PAGE 38) 
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not sell it, especially to 
the government, because 
we know they'll take good 
care of it...Believe me, it 
was better than selling it 
and getting the money. 
The satisfaction was 
much more.” 

The deal was struck in 
December of 1987 with 
several conditions set by 
the Eshghis—the Big Duck 
was to be administered 
as a historic landmark 
through Suffolk’s Division 
of Cultural and Historic 
Services, the rights to the 
“Big Duck” trademark 
remained with the 
Eshghis, a plaque would 
be created to indicate that 
the Duck was a gift from 
them, and the structure 
had to be moved off the 
sold Flanders property 
by the end of January. 
Suffolk followed through, moving the Big Duck 
to Sears Bellows County Park in Hampton Bays. 
By 2001, the owner of Big Duck Ranch had yet 
to develop the property, so Southampton Town 
purchased the land, later working out a deal with 
Suffolk County to allow the Duck to migrate back 
to its Flanders home in 2007. “It was a very good 
transaction between them,” Kia says. “There 
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was a big ceremony—all the big TV stations and 
newspapers came. It was fun moving it.” 

Today, Suffolk owns the Big Duck, now a gift 
shop, and 10 feet around it, while Southampton 
owns the rest of Big Duck Ranch, which contains 
a duck farming exhibit and museum. The 
ranch, a landmark on the National Register of 
Historic Places, brings in thousands of visitors 
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and _selfie-takers each 
year and continues to tell 
the history of East End 
duck farming and of the 
Big Duck, including the 
Eshghis’ fascinating 
chapter. “Everything 
that we’ve done for the 
Duck came with a lot of 
feelings. Our family loved 
the Duck,” Kia says, 
noting that his grandson 
is the fowl’s newest fan.° 
“Sometimes in life, there 
comes an opportunity to 
become part of a little 
thing that is bigger than 
life. I think that’s what the 
Big Duck is [for us].” 

The Big Duck isn’t 
entirely in the Eshghis’ 
past though, as they try 
to keep up to date with all 
of its happenings. “We’d 
love to get back involved 
with it,” Pouran says. “We 
know we can make it different—a little more 
active.” Kia adds, “The future of the Duck is 
very big!”

Hamptons DOC FEST Exploxes Tuith in Cinema 


ho doesn’t love a well-told story? A good story 
engages, informs, excites and seduces us. 
Storytelling has its origins in pictures on cave walls 
and later in the oral tradition, passed down from one 
storyteller to the next. Today, documentary films take 
us inside the stories of interesting people, events and 
issues. And nothing is more fascinating than a story 
that is true, based on facts, interviews and first-hand 
accounts. Truth is always stranger than fiction! 
Beginning Thursday, December 5 and running 
through Monday, December 9, the Hamptons DOC Fest 
presents a diverse lineup of films both entertaining and 
enlightening. In its 12th year, the festival, founded by 
filmmaker Jacqui Lofaro, searches for strong storylines 
and character development, as well as unique and 
untold stories that spark imagination and conversation. 
Most screenings include a Q&A with a filmmaker, 
director or producer. And this year, the venues have 
been extended to include both Bay Street Theater in 
Sag Harbor and the Southampton Arts Center. Lofaro 
discusses her passion for the documentary form and 
the highlights of this year’s festival. 


Where does your passion for the documentary 
genre come from? 

I saw the power a well-told story can have to bring 
awareness to a topic, to stimulate a conversation. In my 
case, it centered on social change. I am a documentary 
filmmaker myself and produced The Empty Chair: 
Death Penalty Yes or No and a companion film, 
The Forgiveness Equation, as well as a feature 
documentary, The Last Fix: An Addict’s Passage 
from Hell to Hope, about drug addiction, a problem 
of epic proportion, which premiered at the National 
Association of Drug Court Professionals. I knew so 
many talented filmmakers who were telling amazing 
stories. I was driven to bring them all together, while 
also searching for new, talented filmmakers and 
unique stories. 

What makes the Hamptons DOC FEST 
different from the many other film festivals 
across Long Island? 

We are the only festival on Long Island presenting 
nothing but documentaries. Many festivals include 
docs, but the Hampton DOC FEST focuses on the 
art of the documentary film. It allows us to immerse 
ourselves in the genre. We like to say, “All docs all 
day.” 

What is new and noteworthy this year? 

To me, it’s all exciting, and I wish everyone could 
see every film. By adding the Southampton Arts 
Center, we have made screenings more accessible to 
more people. I am also so pleased to have renamed 
our prestigious Career Achievement Award, the 
PENNEBAKER, for one of the giant pioneers and 
innovators in the field, DA Pennebaker. My last 
conversation with Penny, a few weeks before his 
passing, was about his delight with the growing 
crop of docs. His focus as a filmmaker was primarily 
the performing arts and politics. His body of work 
was recognized in 2013 with an honorary Academy 
Award. He is a true icon. The first PENNEBAKER 
goes to Robby Kenner. Kenner has been called a 
master of the documentary form and has won an 
array of awards for his entertaining and insightful 
documentary work over the past 30 years. He is 
probably best known for his film Food Inc. That’s our 
Saturday evening program. 

You have carefully curated an enticing film 
schedule, but you must have some favorites. 
What are two films you are most excited for 
people to see? 

That is like asking me to pick my favorite friend! 
The slate has more than 30 films and shorts, and Iam 
a big fan of all of them. But we do have a cash prize

Audience Award determined by ballots to recognize 
the crowd favorite. So viewers get to pick. But if I 
must tempt you just a bit, our opening night film 
is Queen of Hearts: Audrey Flack about the iconic 
East End artist who is now 88 years young. She will 
be part of the Q&A. On Friday, the feature is Citizen 
K, a deep dive into the strange case of a one-time 
Russian oligarch Mikhail Khodorkovsky. On Sunday 
afternoon, we are co-presenting with Sag Harbor 
Cinema the film Very Ralph, about Ralph Lauren, 
directed by award-winning filmmaker Susan Lacy. 
And Monday is our Douglas Elliman Community Day 
and films are free.

While the big festival weekend is in December, and 
we look forward to seeing both old and new friends 
at the films, Hamptons DOC FEST is a year-round 
effort. We screen films all year long. So keep an eye 
out for our spring and fall screenings. We are also 
very proud of our educational programs that bring 
documentary storytelling into the schools. Young 
Voices is dedicated to our local community youth. 
We work with middle and high school students 
on a curriculum that includes storytelling and 
filmmaking. Students get the chance to act, direct, 
write, edit and operate cameras, while learning from 
industry professionals. And they get to see their 
films screened. This is a program that we are actively 
working to expand to more schools and students.

Good Business, Good Life on the East End 


hen Saunders & Associates broker and real estate 

guru Alan Schnurman and Dan’s Hamptons 
Media President and Editorial Director Eric Feil got 
together to write I Can, I Will, I Must: Buying the 
Hamptons, Building a Successful Future, Becoming 
the Best You Can Be, an essential question was posed 
to Schnurman: “Why Real Estate?” As they explored 
how the lessons, traits and practices that underpin a 
successful real-estate investing strategy are the same 
as those for a successful life strategy, the answer 
became clear...and the title of Chapter Two: 

You can invest in. anything. Throughout history, 
there’s been no asset, no idea, that hasn’t been able to 
seduce people to hand over their money to someone 
else with the hope of making it grow. Treasury bonds 
or Beanie Babies, rare coins or cryptocurrency, fine 
art or a fledgling singer’s career. Domain names, bull 
semen, gold Krugerrands, parking spaces—there’s a 
market for everything and people have stocked up on 
it all. And, let’s not forget, there’s the good old stock 
market. But none of it comes close in scale to one 
market that stands on its own. 

Real estate, quite simply, is the largest financial 
market in the world. You could add all the stocks, 
all the bonds, every collateral debt obligation, and it 
doesn’t equal real estate. And investing in real estate, 
at least the way I do it, plays to particular personality 
traits. Granted, some of these are innate. Others, 
however, can be learned. 

When I was younger, I would invest in the stock 
market. When a stock would double, I would sell it, and 
then it would go up tenfold. And when a stock would go 
down, I would still have it, gathering dust in the closet. 
So I knew the stock market wasn’t for me. But I’ve 
never lost money in real estate. Not one dime. 

I’ve invested millions of dollars in real estate since 
the 1970s. I’ve seen mortgage rates in double digits and 
inflation at nearly 14%. I’ve seen the housing bubble 
take prices to unheard of levels and then watched the 
entire bubble burst at the start of the Great Recession. 
Olympic boycotts and big bank bailouts, the fall of 
the Berlin Wall and the birth of the internet. Seven 
presidents have sat in the Oval Office while I’ve 
invested in real estate. Through it all, real estate has 
made me money. 

You want more? 

Real estate is, by its very definition, real. You can 
touch and feel it. It’s not some amorphous share of a 
company in some part of the world you'll never visit, 
not some enterprise that exists in the cloud without 
anything truly tangible. 

You can invest in real estate while you have another 
career. Or more than one other career. Remember, I’ve 
been a lawyer, a TV personality, an internet pioneer, 
a public speaker...and all that time, I was building 
my real estate portfolio. When I was a lawyer, I didn’t 
need the income from real estate, but I invested in real 
estate over a long-term basis. Things I bought 35 years 
ago, I still have. 

¢You can use your real estate to generate income. 
My partners and I have numerous commercial rentals 
that have kept cash flowing for decades—all the while 
appreciating in value—residential properties, retail 
properties, skyscraper office buildings and land with 
nothing yet built upon it. 

There are so many aspects to real estate: the guy 
who buys the land, the guy who builds the house. I try 
to diversify, so when my retail is soft, my residential 
is good. When they’re both down, hopefully my land 
deals are going well, or the office market is going well. 

-Real estate is a strong weapon in battling taxes and 
inflation. The laws change over time here and there, 
but taxes, interest, depreciation, maintenance and other 
financial factors should be taken into account when 
you're weighing the advantages of investing in real estate.
